County Zoning Plan 
Dropped When Board 
Rejects Appropriation 

Virtual abandonment of the zoning; 
plan for Lake county was forced last 
week when the board of supervisors 
voted down an $11,575 fund to carry 
on the work. The vote was 18 to U 
against the appropriation. 

Purpose of the plan was to remove 
from the main thoroughfares the 
numerous auto graveyards and simi- 
lary unsightly enterprises which now 
dot the highways and residence dis- 
tricts. 

In refusing to provide funds, mem- 
bers of the boards explained that the 
proposed amount was more than the 
county could afford for the year's 
program. Rather than do the job 
halfway it was decided that no ap- 
propriation whatever would be grant- 
ed and that the work already started 
should be abandoned.

More active interest in military pre- 
pared less for this country was asked 
cf Ai tioch business men in a talk by 
Lt. I oland Williams, cavalry reserve 
office , before the Men's Civic club

Lt. Williams, who is attached to the 
first Squadron of the 14th Cavalry at 
Fort Sheridan, delivered his address at 
the monthly dinner meeting of the 
Civic**Tcllib,- held'-at the 'Methodist 
church,,''.-. ■ '\ 

Upon three^Jnajor points, Lt. Wil- 
liams declared,^ the United States 
army is woefully in arrears of the 
other major powers in respect to pre- 
paredness for war. 

Replacements Inadequate 
Obsolete and worn out equipment 
has been, replaced to a very small ex- 
tent, he stated, and this nation has 
entirely failed to keep apace of others 
in the purchase of newly developed 
and more efficient armaments and 
other military equipment. 

The third major criticism the 
speaker offered was that .the present 
standing army, national guard and re- 
serve officers* corps offer an inade- 
quate nucleus for rapid information of 
an efficient fighting machine. 
Unnecessary Deaths 
Lt. William's pointed out that many 
doughboys lost their lives unneces- 
sarily during the World War because 
officers and men had had insufficient 
training in military tactics. United 
States, he believes, should take active 
steps to sec that no future conflict will 
find them so poorly prepared. 

Following his talk, Lt. Williams 
spent some tirne in answering questions 
on various phases of army tactics 
and training- put to him by members 
of the Civic club.

A feature of the campaign against 
rats will be the distribution of a pre- 
pared red squill bait that destroys rats- 
but is relatively harmless to other 
animals. This bait is prepared under 
the supervision of the United States 
Bureau of Biological Survey and will 
be distributed through a dozen difftT- 
ent points in the county. This is only 
for campaign use. 

RatB Thrive on Garbage

officialism become the masters, instead of the servants of 

the people.

Pasturing Live Stock 
On Plots •! Woodland 
Proves Unprofitable 

(By OrviUe Winfield) 

At the Indiana Experiment Station 
three plots of woodland were recent- 
ly pastured by beef steers with un- 
satisfactory results. The three plots, 
six acres, 12 acres and 18 acres re- 
spectively, had three steers turned 
into each on May U. 

The steers having two acres each 
lost 25 pounds in weight by Jiine 25 
and had to be removed as all the for- 
age was used up by that time. 

The steers having four acres each 
lost 60 pounds per head by July 20 
and then had to be removed on ac- 
count of lack of forage. 

Those in the 18 acre plot, having 
six acres of land each, weighed slight- 
ly less on Sept. 25 than when turned 
out on May 11, and had to be re- 
moved on that date due to lack of 

forage. 

Woodlands are more profitable if 
they arc managed from a forestry 
standpoint. 
) Clean out worthless underbrush, 
giving the good saplings" ' a better 
change to grow. ' Plant hew seed- 
lings. Keep out cattle and soon you 
will be receiving a sizeable income 
from lumber and fuel. In the hard 
maple regions large incomes may be 
made from the manufacture of maple 
syrup and sugar. 

A pasture in rotation with other 
crops will prove more profitable in 
pasturing your livestock.

To Bpeakof "forgotten memori- 
als" seems ironical to aay the least. 

jNevertheless, New York iias many. 
Of 300 or more which have been 
engaging the attention of a group of 
WPA workers since May, 1934, 
there are two which have been so 
completely forgotten that no one 
seems to know anything about 
them. More than likely, they were 
unveiled with much ceremony, in- 

. eluding speeches, which set forth in 
detail the accomplishments and vir- 
tues of those whom they commemo- 
rated. At first those who passed 
recognized the stone likenesses and 
understood what the inscriptions 
meant. But with tlie passing of 
years, likenesses grew dim in mem- 
ory and inscriptions dim to the eye. 
Stone, erected to perpetuate mem- 
ories, also deterioriated. The rest 
of the 300 have not been forgotten 
entirely. But they have been for- 
gotten to the extent that they have 
been neglected so that they became 
unsightly. So for more than three 
years, 30 men, under the direction 
of Walter Beretta, young sculptor, 
in co-operation with the park de- 
partment, have been endeavoring to 

restore them. 

• • • 

New York's memorials face va- 
rious perils. First come vandals, 
and New York harbors vandals in 
numbers. That the memorials have 
been erected by patriotic groups 
and by philanthropists means noth- 
ing at all to vandals. They frac- 
ture skulls of statesmen in stone 
just as readily as they break mus- 
kets of soldiers of the Revolution 
or noses of patriots. Then there is 
the atmosphere of the city. Acid 
and soot-laden, it can and does dis- 
integrate stone. Hence, though the 
Beretta forces have been laboring 
for more than three years, their 
task is only about one-third com- 
pleted. Beretta, however, declares 
that in the future, the work will pro- 
ceed faster since the worst cases 
were tackled first. But tiie vandals 
and atmosphere are still with us. 
« • *

Sacramento, Calif.— Work is being 
rushed here for the completion by 
January, 1939, of what will be one 
of the nation's most important mill- 
taiy aviation centers. It wlU be a 
base for the repair and mainte- 
nance of all army flying fields, 
planes and materials west of the 
Bocky mountains. 

The new Sacramento air depot 
will be located on a 1.200-acre tract 
seven miles northeast of the state 
capital. It will include an amazing 
array of huge steel and concrete 
buildings, housing plane shops, 
warehouses, aero shops, hangars, 
offices and many other structures. 
It will also have a military post, in- 
cluding a headquarters, building, 
barracks, hospital, quartermaster's 
facilities, guardhouse. Are stations 
and quarters for ofHcers and "non- 
coms.V. 

More than 200 men are working 
on the base now and this number 
will be increased to 1,000 when 
construction is in full swing, ac- 
cording to Major Arthur W. Park- 
er, in charge of the work. 

Three Concrete Runways. 

For test flying there will be a 
large, completely equipped ali^ 
drome with three concrete runways 
each 4,000 feet long and 150 feet 
wide. Leveling the field involves 
the movement of a million cubic 
yards of soil. 

When finished and hi public serv- 
ice the depot will provide employ- 
ment for about 500 civilian mechan- 
ics and a good-sized staff of office 
workers. Its military force will con- 
sist of from 25 to 40 officers and 150 
•enlisted men.: , ^ 

The outstanding feature of this 
great base will be the building 
^hich will house the engineering 
'Bhop and the repair dock. It will 
be 900 feet long by 600 feet wide, 
■or approximately three city blocks 
long and two blocks wide, covering 
nearly 13 acres. 

Although it will be only one story 
high, it will require 5,530 tons of 
structural steel. Its three main 
doorways will be 250 feet wide by 
60 feet high. The doors will be 
opened and closed by powerful elec- 
tric motors. Surmounting the vast 
structure will be a DO-foot flying 
control tower. 

Within this 13-acre plant will be 
row on row of aeronautical ma- 
chinery, including everything neces- 
sary for overhauling and repairing 
any type of plane. 

Ten-Acre Supply Depot. 
Adjoining the engineering shop 
will be the depot supply warehouse 
with nearly ten acres of floor space. 
It will be 850 feet long and 430 feet 
wide with a one-story .height. 

Most remarkable from the stand- 
point of construction, however, will 
be the two-story equipment repair 
building, in which plane instruments 
will be kept hi tip-top shape. Its 
walls, extending 220 feet In one di- 
rection and 72 feet In the other, 
will be almost wholly made of glass 
bloclts (our inches thick and without 
windows. 

An air-conditioning system will 
provide ventilation and regulate the 
temperature. The reason for this Is 
that aero instruments .are so deli- 
cate they can be properly regulated 
and tested only in rooms which are 
dustproof and where the atmos- 
phere is controlled. 

The main office building will be 
300 feet long and 70 feel wide and 
three stories in height. Two addi- 
tional structures will house the en 
glneerlng and operating offices. 



San blego, Calif.— The navy is 
lengthening and strengthening its 
"first line of defense" in the Pacif- 
ic. V 

Before the end of 1938 huge pa- 
trol bombing planes, most powerful 
air fighters of their type In the 
world, will be droning along dally 
over some part of an area embrac- 
,hig 5,000,000 square miles. The 
planes will be stationed so as to be 
instantly available should trouble 
rise in the Paclflc. 

It is the plan of the navy to have 
140 of these most modem fighting 
craft on duty In the great semicircle 
extending from the Aleutian islands, 
through Guam, Wake and Midway 
to the Hawaiian group and then 
bending eastward to Panama before 
another twelve months passes. 

Planes designated for this duty 
are the PBY-2s, with a cruising 
range of nearly 4,000 miles, a top 
speed of In excess of 150 miles an 
hour with a full load. The full load 
consists of at least 10,000 pounds of 
gasoline, a crew of six or seven 
men, machine guns, munitions and 
more than a ton. of bombs. . ' 

In order to have these fighters at 
strategic pohits, the navy, during 
the next few months, will sponsor 
at least nine long-distance mass 
flights, similar to the three carried 
out already this year as "routine 
transfers." 

In all, the navy Is building sixteen 
squadrons of the patrol bombers, 
and fourteen will be stationed In 
the semicircular "first line of de- 
fense area." Of those fourteen 
squadrons, of twelve planes each, to 
be stationed in the Pacific area, five 
.will be in Hawaii, three in Panania, 
two In Seattle and four in San Diego. 



Plan to Restore Last 

Home of Daniel Boone 

St. Charles. Mo.— The house In 
which Daniel Boone died is to be. 
restored to its original appearance. 
Colonel Francis Marlon Curiae, of 
St. Louis, a direct descendant of 
Boone's brother, John, is the pres- 
ent owner. The stone house, which 
changed hands many limes, was 
bought in 1904 by a farmer, Henry 
Bollman. Boilman sold It to Colo- 
nel Curlee in 1925. 

Boone's youngest son, Major Na- 
than Boone, built the house In 1810, 
taking almost two years to complete 
the job because the plaster had to 
be buried during the winter to "rip- 
en." All cutting and finishing was 
done with an adze. The walls are 
two-and-a-half feet thick. Their ex- 
traordinary thickness makes the 
house worm in wimter and cool in 
summer. 

Most of the furnishing installed by 
Colonel Curlee are reproductions, 
some originals, of the pioneec-'s pe- 
riod. The dining room In the base- 
ment, is one of the most interesting 
rooms in the house. The sunlight 
enters from the south on a room 
with a celling of huge timbers, na- 
tive brick floor and sparse furnish- 
ings — authentic Windsor chairs, ta- 
ble and an old-fashioned sideboard. 
Over the fireplace hangs a Ken- 
tucky long rifle. The five-foot-long 
rifle has a sharply curved, short 
stock fashioned to be flred from the 
elbow, not the shoulder. 

Besides the living room, which ex- 
tends tho'breadth of the house along 
the east side, there are two other 
chambers on the first floor. Three 
rooms on the second floor are di- 
vlded'by a hall which has been con- 
verted Into a library with some 2,000 
books. There are many volumes on 
Boone and a quaint collection of old 
books on the code of dueling.
